Aimed at Dominica's Tru 


2 Ships, 800 Troops 
Poised for Strike 


HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 29—(UP)—The Cuban army an- 


nounced officially Monday nig 


ht it had captured two troop- 


laden invasion ships setting out from Cuba on a million-dol- 
lar amphibious expedition to overthrow the 17-year-old dic- 
tatorship of Gen. Rafael Trujillo Molina in the Dominican 


Republic. 

More than 800 heavily armed 
shock troops aboard the two ves- 
sels surrendered to the Cuban 
navy without resistance when 
they were intercepted, it was an- 
nounced. It was believed that 
war veterans of many nationali- 
ties composed the force, including 
former American GIs fighting for 
money and love of adventure. | 
The target of the expedition was 
Ciudad Trujillo, capital of the Do- 
minican Republic, which has been 
ruled with an iron hand by Tru- 
jillo since the revolution of 1930 
swept him into power. | 

Col. Oscar Diaz, an official Cu- 
ban army investigator, said the 
expedition had been organized on 
Cuban soil and that the two ships 
were captured at sea as they sailed 
to launch the invasion. It was

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Beware of School Book ‘Crises 


Georgians have long since become wary 
of “school book crises,” and justifiably so. 

Too frequently in the past have isolated 
and temporary shortages of available texts 
been exploited by the ingenious and inde- 
fatigable gentlemen who make their liv- 
ings selling school books. 

Too frequently has there been evidence 
that shortages were manufactured by 
scheming politicians for the purpose of 
getting the kick-backs which unfortunate- 
ly seem to attend any large State pur- 
chases. 

Thus, The Constitution hardly need 
counsel the people of this State to seek the 
full truth before becoming unduly alarmed 
over the latest “crisis.” 

If school books are actually proved to 
be needed, then, by all means, let them be 
supplied. But the crisis, if indeed it is such, 
has hardly developed overnight and there 
is little likelihood that any school in the 
‘State will be forced to close unless it is 
met tomorrow. 

In the first place, it should be said that 
the matter is one for the State Board .of 
Education to determine. The present ad- 
ministration has appropriated an all-time 
high of $35,500,000 for schools this year. 
This is $385,000 more than requested. Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson and the Budget Com- 
mission have not sought to tell the Board 
of Education how that money should be 
allocated. And they should not. To do so 
would be to subject the Board to the direc- 
tion of the executive department, the very 
thing we were seeking to get away from 
when we accorded it constitutional status 
five years ago. 


The State Board of Education, after 
studying the needs of every branch of 
the department, has appropriated $1,350,- 
000 for textbooks since July 1. This is 
allocated between the various counties on 
a per pupil basis. Thus it seems more than 
strange that a “crisis” is reported to exist 
in some schools while approximately half 
have not used up the amount credited to 
them. 

The truth of the matter is that, in some 
systems, there has been notorious misman- 
agement. Funds made available have been 
poorly utilized. Books have been discarded 
long before they wore out, being replaced 
with other editions solely as the result of 
beguiling salesmanship. 

The unprecedented influx of children 
has undoubtedly made for hardship in some 
cases, But the Board has been lenient in 
allowing overdrawals in these instances. 
Certainly no system has suffered suffi- 
ciently to warrant the public hysteria 
which some seem to be endeavoring to 
incite. 

The State Board of Education is made 
up of ten outstanding Georgians, repre- 
senting every Congressional District in the 
State. They have been given sufficient 
funds to operate the State School System 
for the current fiscal year. If they are of 
the opinion, after a calm investigation, 
that more money is needed for schoolbooks 
we know that they will make it available. 

We do not feel, however, that they 
should be subjected to the pressure of a 
shrill propaganda campaign of whose 
origin history has taught us to be more 
than a trifle suspicious. 


Eliminating Polio Carriers 


An outbreak of poliomyelitis in Wil- 
mington, Del., has been brought under 
control and health officials believe aerial 
spraying of the city with DDT and the 
consequent reduction in the fly popula- 
tion was a strong contributing factor. 

Although doctors are not certain about 
the cause of polio, they believe the virus 
is carried by flies. 

In Iowa a State-wide DDT program 
has resulted in virtual elimination of flies, 
even on cattle and hog farms. 


It's Not Too Important 


On the face of things, the United States 
protest to the Soviet Government over 
the contents of an article in a Soviet maga- 
zine containing grossly false and libelous 
Statements about President Truman, seems 
a little ridiculous and the Russian rejec- 
tion of the protest. unimportant. 

Certainly, in the United States, there is 
hardly a day whose low descending sun 
does not see Joe Stalin called a bum, a 
stinker, or worse. And the various Soviet 
officials have been compared, unfavorably, 
to mad dogs, murderers and gangsters. 

That goes with the freedom. of the 
American press. During the period when 
the Japanese were riding high, wide and 


Sporadic DDT programs have been 
carried on in various localities in Georgia 
during the past two years, but as yet 
there has been no State-wide campaign.

Belaboring 
A Dying Horse 


I do not wish to belabor a dead horse, or 

at least a dying horse, but I have had some 

‘ query about charges that the Communists had 

infiltrated the all-but-defunct Southern Conference for Human 

Welfare, which seemingly exists today as a sort of collection agency 
for funds. 

A person for whom I have great respect, admiration and a 
sincere affection, has taken me severely to task, saying that the 
fact Communists take pleasure in lining up behind, and supporting 
obvious reforms, is no reason for those who believe in the re- 
forms to withdraw from them. Therefore, he argued that to con- 
demn the Southern Conference for Human Welfare because Com- 
munists had joined with it in support of certain measures, was 
unfair. 

The charge has the sound of logic. Certainly one cannot abandon 
principles because the Communists, too, espouse them, usually with 
cynical purpose. But it is not entirely a sound argument. 


Basic His basic premise is correct. The Commies do have a 

policy of throwing in with reform groups for the de- 
liberate purpose of embarrassing and defeating them. The Commies 
do not want any of the ills of our society remedied. They want 
them to become worse, so their own ideology will have a chance. 


The Communist also is a sworn liar and the word of a Com- 
munist may not be taken on oath. In joining the party the Com- 
munist member takes an oath to lie, to commit perjury and to do 
any other act which will further the Communist policy of creat- 
ing suspicion, doubt, chaos and disorder. 

Therefore, when Communists can, they infiltrate into well-mean- 
ing organizations and destroy them from within. This is what 
is happening, and has indeed about happened, to the Southern 


Conference for Human Welfare. 
Cheerfully Its officers hurried the process along by cheerfully 
admitting Communists to membership and, in. at 
least two States, allowing them to serve in official positions in 
those States. They took the fatal policy “we can work with them,” 
and to this day their president has said that if there are Com- 
munists in the membership he welcomes them so long as they 
support his program. 

This has about destroyed what started out to be, and what 
could have been, an effective organization. It attracted many of 
the best persons in each Southern State to membership. As is the 
case with many organizations, they left things to the top officers. 
They, while not Communists themselves, played along with them 
and tolerated them and made them welcome. It took a long time 
for the rank and file to learn this, and when they did they began 
to leave it. 


: In the last two or three years the Conference has 
Collections been -sending persons on collecting tours. Just 
what the money is used for, besides maintaining two officers, one 
in Washington and one in New York, is not known. How much 


in some position of power found its way to Commie sources no 
one can say for sure. 

But it is folly for the officials of the Conference at this late 
date to try and disavow any knowledge of Communist interest in, 
or affiliation with, their Conference. 

It also is folly for them to deny that it was used, openly, by 
the Communists as a sounding board. 

Writing in The Communist for January, 1939, in a discussion 
of the then newly formed Southern Conference for Human Welfare, 
one Robert F. Ball, who signed himself as State Secretary of the 
Communist Party for Alabama, wrote: 

“|. . Comrade Browder anticipated the Southern Conference. 

. This is no coincidence. Our party has for many years given 
earnest study to the problems of the South on the scientific basis 
of Marxist-Leninist principle. Southern State organizations of the 
Communist Party were represented at the Conference. ... Our 
party contributed in a modest but constructive manner to the suc- 
cess of the Conference. This participation of Communist dele- 
gates at the Southern Conference reflects the fact that Southern 
progressives are becoming aware of the progressive and construc- 
tive role played by our party... .” 

(Comrade Browder, of course, has since been kicked out on 
orders from Moscow and the American Commies flopped as easily 
as they did when Germany invaded Russia.) 

As I have said here before, the Communist Party 
Welcomed is almost negligible in the South, but it does 


maintain, and has maintained, a small Southern headquarters at | 


Birmingham. And it did participate openly in the first Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare meeting at Birmingham. When 
this happened I knew enough to get out and knew enough to 
know that the Southern Conference was finished even as it began. 

The Dies Committee, which was ridiculous for most of its career, 
was able to take we plain fact of Communists in the Southern 
Conference and use it to smear strongly anti-Communist persons 
who had sponsored the formation of the Conference. Reactionary 
writers have been able to do the same thing. They used it against 
both David Lilienthal and Gordon R. Clapp, who are no more 
Communistic than are Sen. Robert Taft, of Ohio, and Sen. Owen 
Brewster, of Maine. 

You cannot allow the Commies to go along with you in any 
organization. If they espouse the same principles, then let them 
do it on their own. To admit them to membership or compan- 
ionship is fatal—as the SCHW has learned.

Bread or Communism in Italy? 


EN ROUTE, ROME TO PARIS—Through the train windows the 
sun-warmed, always various Italian countryside, green and gold 
and silvery olive with the crops that climb to the very hilltops, 
unrolls before the eye.

alcohol before sitting under the wheel. It doesn’t take much of 
a drink to impair those physical reflexes needed in safe driving. 
The drunken driver is always a potential killer. 

And it is sad but true that not a few drivers handicapped by 
intoxicants are church members in comparatively good standing. 

There are qualifications for the good, and safe, auto driver 
which are less obvious but even more truly involved in matters 
of the spirit. 

It is axiomatic that courtesy in driving enhances safety. The 
courteous driver does not perpetrate rudenesses in the operation 
of his car which add to the danger of the road for others. He 
is not impatient, he does not take chances because of the urge 
‘to arrive at his own destination a few seconds earlier. 

He remembers the rules of the road, the courtesy of hand sig- 
nals to the cars behind him, the granting of right-of-way to the 
car to his right—which is the law. He does not weave in and out, 
first on one side and then on the other, simply because he feels 
he must get ahead of the fellow in front. 

In other words, discourtesy is the root of a large proportion 
of the dangers to which all of us, drivers and pedestrians alike, are 
exposed every day, every hour.

Taber Or there is the episode of the visiting congressional 
delegation which invaded Rome under the brilliant lead- 
ership of Rep. John Taber. One of Taber’s colleagues, after hear- 
ing that the onset of starvation might drive the Italian people into 
Communism, remarked weightily that “what they need here is guns, 
not bread.” Rep. Taber was not so realistic as to propose a gen- 
eral massacre of the inconveniently hungry poor. His solution, 
offered at the top of his voice as usual to a member of the Italian 
Cabinet, was that the de Gasperi government borrow some money 
from the New York banks. 

As his proposal indicates, Rep. Taber at least has the excuse 
of never having quite learned that this is the twentieth century, 
Secretary of Agriculture Clinton Anderson has no suco excuse, 
Yet Anderson has just complacently informed a world hungry for 
eight years and now in actual danger of something approaching 
general famine, that the rich and well-fed United States will 
have to reduce food exports in this time of greatest need. 


: If Sec. Anderson could see bevond the next elec: 
Alternative tion, he would tell the American people some- 
thing a trifle more complicated. He would say: “We can, of 
course, reduce food exports in the hope of lowering the home price 
level. It may well work. But before we do so, everyone in the 
country should realize that the lowest price will be the hideous 
catastrophe of another war, and that quite possibly the very death 
of freedom in the world will be included in our little bill from 
fate.” 

Not dollars alone, so carefully guarded by that watch-hippo- 
potamus of the Treasury, Rep. Taber, are involved in the present 
crisis. Food is also desperately important. Most Italians are even 
now living on a meal and a half a day, of which the full meal 
consists of the half-pound bread ration. 


This bread ration is now in danger of being cut, not merely 
because the Italian Government cannot pay for wheat, but also 
because Sec. Anderson will not make wheat available. Very 
briefly, the Italian bread grain deficit until next Spring’s. harvest 
amounts to about 2,800,000 tons. Of this, at least 2,000,000 tons 
must come from the United States. Thus far Sec. Andersqn has 
insisted that Italy can have only about half her minimum needs 
of wheat. If Anderson does not change his mind, next Spring is 
likely to see a Communist regime installed at Rome. And the 
food shortage equally threatens France, Western Germany and the 
United Kingdom.

“You ladies,” he jested, poking the crust of a spicy hot 
baked ham, “heckle your poor husbands to death about 
carving. If you indulged in less back-seat driving when 
he’s at the helm of a crown roast of beef, you’d get a lot 
more help from your host.” 

Beard, a genial white-coated gourmet and kitchen con- 
noisseur, who has done research from the primitive kitch- 
ens of Polynesia to the sophisticated cafes of France, was 
giving a mild lecture to the mixed public who gathered at 
a cutlery counter on the new floor for homes, opened Mon- 
day by Rich’s. 

His mission here was (and will continue through the 
week) to contribute his suggestions to the revival of a 
nearly lost art... the finesse of carving in the home under 
the watchful eye of guests. 

While an intent gentleman took hurried notes on the 
proper way to address a chicken, Beard explained, soto 
voce, that he spends much of his time in New York cook- 
ing for television. His own cookbook, “Hors d’Oeuvre and 
Canapes,” “Cook It Outdoors,” and “Fowl and Game 
Cookery,” led him into the field of visual education, which 
had once been confinec to education|by the taste-buds. 

“So many men are cooking now,” he said. “Outdoor en- 
tertaining has intrigued them. They’re good, too. Most 
of them have curiosity. Have to have curiosity to be a 
tasty cook. I myself like to surprise people into liking 
what they were sure they wouldn’t—like snails. Tell ‘em 
anything .. . and get them to admit they liked it before 
you identify the morsel.” 

Beard manages yard-long knives, and heavy-handled 
poultry shears with the dexterity of a born swordsman, 
and made easy work of reducing a ham to a tantalizing 
plate of slices and aromas. He sliced a flat surface off the 
small side, turned it up to balance it, then carved against 
the grain, down to the bone, at slightly right angles, to 
bring out the tenderest, reddest slabs of ham possible. 

A day of carving a leg of lamb or a Thanksgiving turkey, 
Beard said, should be as nothing to a big, strong man. 

“Why,” he said, “I myself carved 600 pounds of turkey 
between midnight and 6 a. m. during the war. Five asso- 
ciates carved 3,000 more. The Army, you know. But I 
confess I began to feel I would never again yearn for a 
slice of holiday bird.” 


Britain's Crisis—Not Collapse 


It was a very sentimental little meeting. 

Lady Magowan, the wife of Sir John Magowan, British 
diplomat, was reliving, vividly and with an understandable 
touch of pride, the September five years ago when her 
countrymen were fighting the battle of their lives against 
the Nazis. 

She was telling of it at a luncheon at Davison’s Monday 
and her companions were women who may be Britain’s 
staunchest friends in Georgia. They were Mrs. Phinizy 
Calhoun, Miss Ella May Thornton, Mrs. Albert E. Thornton,

“T went to North Ireland to be with my boys in school 
there, very much against my will,” Lady Magowan said, 
“and my husband:stayed on in London. After three days 
of the blitz, I succumbed and wired him, ‘All you alive?’ 
His answer came after three more days. ‘Very much alive,’ 
he wired, ‘and proud to be here!’ ” 

Lady Magowan was shown the set of commemorative 
Wedgwood, designed to honor Atlanta’s Centennial and 
Georgia’s Bicentennial, selected by the eight decorated 
American women as their wedding gift to Princess Eliza- 
beth. She searched the Georgia scenes on each plate, read 
the historic legends, admired the gracious coffee service. 

“The one who will really love it,” she said, “is the Queen 
Mother. I can just see her investigating each piece through 
her glasses. She has a keen collection eye.” 

From her sensitive position as the wife of a diplomat, 
Lady Magowan does not view England’s crisis as an over- 
powering collapse. , 

“We have simply reached the bottom of the barrel,” she 
said, “and we have no place to go but up. I feel the people 
are still very strong for the Government, and they believe 
it is doing all it can. There is grousing ... but that, too, 
is human. 

“You know,” Lady Magowan smiled, “it is hardest on 
the housewife, as such emergencies always are. The loss 
of gasoline, for instance, will mean she must Stand in 
queues for hours, then carry home the milk, potatoes and 
cabbages herself. They did without during the war, but
